From Mr. B. Dreyfus, the extensive 
winemaker of Anaheim, we learn that 
the Zinfandel wine that he 1s producing 
is so very fine that his eutire stock o1 
that vintage has been sold in San Frans 
cisco, where it is pronounced of su- 
perior quality. Mr. Drevfus fincs 
brisk market for all his 
wines and is shipping daily to 
Eastern and Northern markets. He 
is indignant at the statement of a 
morning contemporary that wine 1s a 
drug in the market, and that the’ busi- 
ness of wine making is overdone. As 
he is one of the largest makers of wine 
in the United States, his opini«n is 
entitled to great regard. The light, 
sour wines of Anaheim are not pro- 
moters of intemperance, but rather of 
temperance and a good appetite. I»- 


temperance springs from other sources- 


than from light wines. 

How different indeed is the story 
Mr. Dreyfus would tell a man whose 
small crop of wine he would expect 
to buy, anda newspaper, whose opin- 
ion goes to the world and represents 
sojmany dollars and cents profit to 
his pocket. In conversation with 
George W. Groves, a small wine 
maker of this city, Mr. Dreyfus repre- 
sented that the demand for ‘new wines 
would be very slight, and that in fact 
there was no sale at all furthem. He 
gave asa reason for this that parties 

o had bonded their wines fora 

umber of years were owing the Gov- 
ernment about $5,000,000, and that 
they had been compelled to put this 
old wine on the market at the same 
price as new wine to satisfy the de- 
mands of the Government..

Mexican Women Tell the Story of 
Their Sufferings. 


Their Brutal Treatment by the Chiricahuas— 
What is to be Done with the Rene- 
gades—Trouble Ahead. 


Tucson, A. T., June 18.—The five 
Mexican women and one child recap- 
tured from the Apaches by General 
Crook and brought here are now in 
charge of Consul Tuleli, who has tele- 
graphed his government for instruc- 
tions as to what disposition to make of 
them. They are from the city of Chi- 
huahua, and are wives of soldiers in 
the Mexican army. The command to 
which their husbands had been at- 
tached had been stationed three hun- 
dred miles northwest of the city of 
Chihuahua, at a place on the Mexican 
frontier. named El Carmen. The troops 
had been ordered home and the 
women followed their husbands at a 
distance of about a two days’ journey, 
traveling on foot. On the 10th of 
May they were surprised by a band of 
Apaches under the personal command 
of Geronimo. ° The Indians suddenly 
rose up from behind rocks and bushes. 
The women were greatly frightened 
and began to scream, when a Mexican 
captive named José, who had lon 
been with the Indians, came forward, 
and addressing them in Spanish, as- 
sured them no harm would come if 
they would surrender and follow the 
Apaches. There was nothing else for 
them to do but to folléw. 

THE INDIANS THEN CAME FORWARD 


and asked a great many questions 
through José. They were anxious to 
know the number of Mexican soldiers, 
their whereabouts and inteations, to 
allof which the women answered as 
they could. There was another woman 
with them at this time, whom the 
Indians subsequéntly sent to Chihua- 
hua for peace, as they said. The 
Indians, with their captives, traveled 
incessantly the remainder of that day 
and all night. The place where they 
were captured is known as Cerritos 
Cuutes, and is half-way between El 
Carmen and Plan del Alamo. . They 
calculated that the next morving after 
the capture they were at least 100 
miles distant, though they cannot tell 
in which direction. For three days 
they were without water, but after 
that it was found in abundance. The 
country through which they passed 
was wild beyond description. At 
times they were inode’ to crawl 
upon all fours. Their thirst for the 
first three days nearly drove them 
crazy, and tLe Indians would whip 
and lash them up, and compel them to 
travel. Toward the last of their cap- 
tivity their food commenced giving 
out, and they were put upon rations, 
asmall piece of raw beef bemg all 
that was given them. This had to be 
divided among the six. Mrs. Antonia 
Hernandez all this time carried her 
little child in her arms. The Indian 
children took great pleasure in tor- 
menting him, pinching him, and jab- 
bing sharpened sticks into his sides, 
giving him great pain. When they 
remonstrated, Geronimo or his men 
only laughed at her misery. The last 
two days of their captivity they had 
no food at all. There was snow on the 
mountains. The cold was intense, 
and 
THE WOMEN SUFFERED GREATLY, 

almost freezing. The Indians never 
remained quiet in one spot a day, but 
were continually moving. They travel- 
ed nearly 100 milesa day, going in 
every direction, but tending generally 
nearly westward. The captives were 
abused and maltreated in every possi- 
ble manner. They were made to work 
heavily whenever camp was made, and 
were a general object of abuse and rid- 
icule: The Indians would take up 
Mrs. Hernandez’s little boy, threaten 
to kill him, and would throw stones st 
him, to the great anguish of his 
mother. One of the women was sent 
as a hostage of some sort to Chibua- 
hua to make peace. The exposure to 
cold, thirst, famine and exhaustion 
from travel and fear of torture was 
having an effect on the poor women. 
The first thing they knew they were 
hustled one day further inte the 
mountains. The next day a brother 
of Chief Chatte delivered them up to 
General Crook. As one of them ex- 
pressed herself when she saw General 
Crook and the soldiers, “‘ It seemed as 
if the sky opened and heaven appear- 
ed.” Their pitiable condition drew 
deeply on the sympathies of the brave 
boys in blue, and they did everything 
in their power to alleviate the suffer- 
ings of the women. A mule was given 
each woman to ride. This was one 
reason of the slow return of General 
Crook’s command. The women can- 
not find words to express themselves 
for the gratitude they felt towards the 
American soldiers. When the womén 
started on the toilsome journey on 
foot, 300 miles from El Carmen to 
Chihuahua, to follow their husbands 
home, they had no idea there were In- 
dians on the road, thinking they were 
all in the mountains to the north. 
They have not seen their husbands for 
over six weeks.
